thinking. It is going to mean that we cannot relegate our responsibilities 
to some mythical other fellow, but that each cne of us will be required to 
put forth every effort, either voluntarily or forcibly, if we are to win this 
fight: We find ourselves, engaged with a ruthless enemy whose declared | 
aim is to dominate the world. If we are to retain our freedom and our 
democratic way of life then no sacrifice will be too great for. us to make. | 
Canada has no: reason to feel ashamed of the part she has already played, 
in the prosecution of the war, but still greater effort will be needed to win, 
the victory which will énsure to us the retention of our religious freedom, | 


the right of free speech, and the preservation of the ideals which freedom- | 
loving people have always cherished. ‘
